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IS THE STALLION EARNINGS INDEX INFALLIBLE? 
A. S. HEWITT 





The so-called “stallion earnings index” is the brain child of J. A. Estes, 
for many years the editor of The Blood-Horse, Lexington, Kentucky. 

[ts workings can be summarized briefly. For any one year in any 
given country, the total purse distribution is divided by the total number 
of starters. The result gives the average earnings per starter. The average 
earnings per starter for any given stallion, divided by the average earnings 
for all starters, gives the earnings index for that stallion for that year. The 
Blood-Horse makes it sound more complicated than this, but essentially 
the above outline reaches the same result. 

This system has a number of pronounced advantages. In the first place, 
it provides a common denominator for all stallions during any year, re- 
gardless of how many or how few starters any individual stallion may have 
had. Secondly, it provides a common denominator for stallions of different 
decades, and even different countries, whose stock may never have run 
against each other. St. Simon, foaled in 1881 in England, can be compared 
with Man o’ War, foaled in 1917 in the U.S.A., and with Tourbillon, foaled 


in 1928 in France. 


Prior to the introduction of the earnings index, comparisons were 
made largely on the basis amounts of money won, and to the places attain- 
ed in the sires ranking list. For different decades and different centuries 
these straight earnings comparisons were largely illusory. 

The aim of the earnings index is, of course, to show merit on the basis 
of opportunity, which is based on the number of starters representing each 
stallion and the amount of money available to be won. 

One thing the earnings index, as now constituted, does not take into 
account is the quality of mares bred to each stallion. Being silent on this 
point, it necessarily assumes that opportunity in this all important branch 
is the same for all. This is obviously far from the case. 

A great horse like Citation, had the selection of a very choice lot of 
mates upon his retirement to stud, whereas a horse like *Heliopolis did not. 
Yet there would be a few to-day who would deny that, on their records to 
date, *Heliopolis has proved the better sire of the two. Considering their 
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relative opportunities in their early 
years at stud, the inherent superior- 
ity of *Heliopolis becomes still more 
marked. 

Is there any way that this serious 
omission can be repaired in the 
method of the stallion earnings in- 
dex? Estes has blandly stated in 
The Blood-Horse more than once, 
that “there is nothing else avail- 
able.” This is untrue, and his own 
work points the way to go to work. 

Estes and others have conclusively 
shown that there is a very marked 
correlation between the racing class 
and the breeding class of both stal- 
lions and mares. This being so, what 
is to stop the comparison between 
the racing class of mares bred to a 
given stallion, and the racing class 
of their foals by that stallion? The 
extent to which these foals are su- 
perior or inferior to their dams 
should give a reliable index to the 
genetic merit of their sires. 

Years ago, the writer worked out 
such a comparison for about twenty 
of the best known stallions in the 
U.S.A. The results were striking 
and by no means in accord with gen- 
erally accepted opinions. Some in- 
teresting features came to light 
from these studies. For example, al- 
most any stallion will improve on 
the worst class of mates; and no 
stallion will produce from a group 
of mares all of which are of allow- 
ance class or better, a group of foals 
all of which are of allowance class 
or better. 

This method of comparison prov- 
ed, in fact, more revealing and was 
perhaps a more accurate measure- 
ment than the present earnings in- 
dex method. A combination of the 
two would mark a long stride for- 
ward in understanding inheritance 
in Thoroughbreds.

We are living in the ‘‘Getting to Know 
You Better’? Age, and television is the 
leading prospector in the ore fields of 
private lives. 

Brash interlocutors ask impertinent 
questions of sports figures, politicians, 
actors, gangsters, drunks and dope fiends. 
We are taken into the homes of opulent 
persons who are requested to reveal their 
hobbies, offspring, current spouses and 
how they happened to get their hooks into 
all that loot. 

The intimate touch was added to football 
when the officials began to wear trans- 
mitting microphones. The referee now 
adds such illuminating bits of dialogue as 
“Captain Malinowski, of the Horned 
Lizards, meet Captain Wajohovitz, of the 
Unicorns, 

“Captain Wajohovitz, as representative 
of the visiting team, will call as I toss

Captain Wajohovitz mumbles, *‘Heads,” 
the coin is tossed and hands are shaken 
all around and the game begins. 

Sometimes the referee will introduce 
his corps of aides, right out loud so 
everybody watching TV can tell he’s say- 
ing something, even though it is impossible 
to catch the names. (And who cares?) 

Experiments have been made withcon- 
tinuing the speeches made by the referee 
throughout the game. This never has been 
completely satisfactory, possibly because 
of technical difficulties; or maybe the 
referee blew his whistle without warning 
and punctured the sound man’s eardrums. 
It is possible, also, that some of the 
conversations between the official and 
offending players were deleted by the 
purifying filters of the Federal Com-

Racing And Television 

In recent months, television has put 
racing fans in more intimate touch with 
the sport by connecting the wires with 
Mr. George Cassidy, starter at the New 
York tracks and at Hialeah. 

Usually, Mr. Cassidy is too far away 
for the viewer to appreciate his fine 
features and elegant dress, but his voice 
comes through just as though he were 
Standing beside you. 

“Stay in there with him, Frank,” you 
will hear the starter say, and then, 
“Sit STILL, Potts. Get your whip down, 
Blum,” and other orders to other riders 


and assistant starters, After a moment’s 
pause, the gate fronts fly open and some- 
body shouts, ‘‘They’re off!’ 

That’s the last you see or hear of Mr. 
Cassidy. He is relegated to oblivion with- 
out hearing the applause. He HAS had the 
opportunity for an encore since the video 
tape ‘‘repeats” have been made part of 
the program, 

After the race, the winning jockey, 
trainer, owner and any loose track officers 
that may be hanging around are inter- 
viewed until time runs out. 

During the 1959 Hialeah telecasts, 
elegant interrogaters conducted pre-race 
interviews with trainers, In a high per- 
centage of the cases, they selected the 
conditioner of the destined winner, and 
the horse fangot the word that the stable 
was trying. It was a great season for rac- 
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ing fans in northern bars who knew where 
they could get it down, 

Undoubtedly, as the years go on, elec- 
tronics engineers will overcome all the 
technical difficulties. Then the intimacy 
may be expanded to a point where 
thorough coverage of all facets of the 
race will be possible for the ear as well 
as the eye. 

After Mr. Cassidy is cut off, the race- 
caller will come in, but he will speak in 
low tones, like the gents who cover golf 
matches. The innovationwill be instituted 
to permit the television spectator to get 
right down with the horses. 

When the start is effected, the an- 
nouncer will say, ‘‘And now we switch 
you down to Mr. L. C, Cook, aboard 
Silver Creek Farm’s Roman Colonel. The 
next voice will be Mr. Cook’s.”’ 

Then you will hear Mr. Cook talking 
to his friend, Roman Colonel, and fellow 
members of the Jockeys’ Guild. This 
advancement, of course, is contingent upon 
the invention of the Blackout Selector, 
which expunges noises that are offensive 
to the FCC, This device has not yet 
emerged from the experimental labora- 
tories. When perfected, it will cause the 
needle to skip certain words and terms 
designated by the governing authority of 
television. 

However, the super close-up camera 
will permit the serious student of racing

A total of two dozen new stallions had 
been listed for 1960 stud duty in Kentucky 
by the first of the year. This number 
includes not only horses entering the 
breeding ranks for the first time, but 
also imported horses launching their 
initial American stud seasons, 

As usual, mare owners may find among 
the new Kentucky stallions a wide range 
of stud credentials, fees and conditions 
to suit their specific requirements, 

They include classic winners, handi- 
cap stars, crack two-year-olds; stayers, 
middle-distance ‘performers, sprinters; 
established sires among the imports; 
and others whose chief attraction lies in 
pedigree rather than in performance or 
previous stud attainments, 

Announced fees range from $300 to 
$12,500, with many stud prospects at 
both ends of the price scale standing for 
private contract, under syndicate owner- 
ship, or with other special conditions 
which are not susceptible to reduction to 
a specific sum. 

Two of the new Kentucky stallions are 
sons of the late *Nasrullah. 

Moreover, the imported group includes 
*Tudor Minstrel and his son *King of the 
Tudors, 


The heart of the Bluegrass accounts 
for the entire group of Kentucky stud 
newcomers, since all will hold court with- 
in 18 miles of Lexington, In fact, 14 of 
them will stand at Lexington farms, eight 
at breeding establishments near Paris, 
and two at Versailles. 

Half a dozen Kentucky farms are 
represented by two new stallions apiece: 
Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, Lou

The syndicated-owned Polynesian (Un- 
breakable-Black Polly, by *Polymelian), 
one of the most successful stallions of re- 
cent years, died on the morning of Decem- 
ber 28th of a twisted intestine at the age 
of 17, During four years of racing, begin- 
ning in 1944, Polynesian won 27 out of 58 
starts and $310,410. He won the Preak- 
ness and Withers Stakes and many handi- 
caps carrying high weight and set three 
track records at six furlongs and another 
at a mile and one-sixteenth, In his first 
crop he got the stakes winners Thataway 
and Tonga. In 1956, he set a modern re- 
cord when six of his two-year-olds were 
stakes winners including Alanesian and 
Barbizon. As a Stallion, however, he is 
best known as the sire of Native Dancer. 


SINGING GRASS 

Singing Grass, dam of the 1954 Epsom 
Derby winner, recently died at the Jona- 
bell Farm of John A. Bell 3d, near Lexing- 
ton, Ky. Never Say Die was bred by the 
late Robert Sterling Clark and was dropped 
at the farm where his mother died. As a 
youngster he was moved to Mr. Clark’s 
Sundridge Farm near Upperville, Va., and 
later shipped to England where he spent his 
entire racing career and where he now 
stands at stud.

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Experimental Free Handicap 


Bellehurst Stable’s California-bred 
Warfare, everybody’s choice as the top 
two-year-old Thoroughbred racing in 
1959, has been assigned high weight of 
126 pounds in the 1960 edition of the 
annual Experimental Free Handicap. The 
poundages, assigned by Frank E. Kilroe, 
Racing Secretary and Handicapper for 
The Jockey Club, appear in the January 
issue of The Racing Calendar, official 
publication of that organization, 

Closest to Warfare in the weights is 
Sunny Blue Farm’s Venetian Way at 124 
pounds, followed by C. V. Whitney’s Tom- 
pion at 123 pounds. In all, eight of the 125 
Thoroughbreds weighted were assigned 
120 pounds or more. Top filly on the list, 
all of which became three-year-olds on 
January Ist, is Mrs. Frances Genter’s 
My Dear Girl at 117 pounds. 

Warfare earned his topweight posi- 
tion by winning his last three starts of 
1959 in commanding style. The well- 
built gray colt had an overall record for 
the year of finishing in the money in ll 
of his 14 starts, but the last three wins 
clinched all honors for him, Flying east 
to Aqueduct from California in Septem- 
ber, Warfare put together victories in the 
Cowdin and Champagne at the new track, 
and then finished off the year with a win 
in the Garden State at that New Jersey 
track. These three victories provided the 
son of Determine with the bulk ($340,235) 
of his $394,610 earnings for the year, 
which were only $1,850 off the record 
set by First Landing in 1958, 1960 did not 
start too well for Warfare as he finished 
second to T. V. Lark, weighted in the Ex- 
perimental at 115 pounds, at Santa Anita 
on January 6, but the 1100-pound colt was 
also slow coming around to his best form 
as a two-year-old, Warfare’s first two 
starts at two netted a fourth and a third 


before he won his first race on May 23rd. 
In his succeeding seven California starts, 
Warfare was only victorious in the C. S. 
Howard Stakes and an allowance affair, 
but owner Clifton S. Jones followed the 
advice of trainer Hack Ross and shipped 
the colt east to meet the best youngsters 
in the country in the Fall season, 

Warfare’s first effort at Aqueduct was 
a second in allowance company and then 
the charcoal gray colt established a track 
record of 1:22 3/5 in winning the seven- 
furlong Cowdin. Twelve days later, War- 
fare again ran in track record time, a 
mile in 1:35 1/5, to win Aqueduct’s Cham- 
pagne Stakes. Then on October 31, War- 
fare completed his 1959 campaign with a 
half-length victory over Bally Ache in the 
Garden State. 

Warfare’s 126 pound package is scale 
weight for the theoretical event as com- 
pared to last season’s top import of 128 
pounds given Meadow Stable’s First Land- 
ing and the all-time top of 132 given Count 
Fleet in 1942, While First Landing proved 
a disappointment, Kilroe’s next four, last 
year, were the Kentucky Derby winner 


*Tomy Lea; the American Derby andArl- - 


ington Classic winner Dunce; the sprinter 
of the year, Intentionally, and Sword 
Dancer, unanimous choice as the horse of 
the year. 

The Experimental ratings were begun 
in 1933 by Walter S. Vosburgh and follow- 
ing his death, none were issued in 1934, 
The late John B. Campbell did the scal- 
ings from 1935 through 1952 after which 
Mr. Kilroe assumed the task, The weights 
were applied to an actual race in 1940 
at Jamaica continued for approximately 
a decade at varying distances, 

Venetian Way and Warfare never met 
during the season as the former competed 
in Florida and Chicago while Warfare was 
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campaigning in California and the east, but 
Venetian Way finished the year almost as 
strongly as Warfare. In his last two starts 
of 1959, the chestnut colt won the Prairie 
State and Washington Park Futurity, the 
latter in track record time of 1:15 4/5 for 
6 1/2 furlongs. It was in this Chicagorace 
that Kilroe received a common denomi- 
nator for his two top choices: Edgehill 
Farm’s Bally Ache. 

Bally Ache, to be scaled 4th on thelist 
with 122 pounds, finished a half length back 
of Venetian Way in the Washington Park 
Futurity and was the same distance astern 
of Warfare inthe Garden State, But to War- 
fare’s credit were two additional defeats 
of Bally Ache in the Cowdin and Cham- 
pagne which made the difference. 

Tompion (123) was another of the year’s 
more consistent performers finishing out 
of the money in only two of his twelve 
races. The son of Tom Fool, who headed 
the 1951 Experimental, reached the top of 
his form in winning Saratoga’s Hopeful 
Stakes but was second in four other stakes 
and was only a length back of Warfare in 
the Champagne. 

Sharing the 122 pound position with 
Bally Ache is Pebblebrook Farm's Irish 
Lancer, forced into retirement at the end of 
the summer with a bone chip in his knee. 
Prior to an operation to remove the chip, 
which was successful, Irish Lancer defeat- 
ed Tompion and others in the Saratoga 
Special, and in all won 4 of 7 starts. 

Three horses share 120 pound weight- 
ings this year: Winfield Farm’s Victoria 
Park, Mrs. D. J. Kennedy’s Vital Force 
and Greentree Stable’s Weatherwise. Vic- 
toria Park, a Canadian-bred, won his last 
three stakes of the year including Aque- 
duct’s Remsen; Vital Force, a gelded son 
of Degage, bred in Virginia, won five 
stakes over five different tracks, and 
Weatherwise, like Tompion a son of Tom 
Fool, won the Futurity and Sanford Stakes.

AMERICAN YOUNGSTERS TOP 
FRENCH HANDICAP 

American-owned horses occupy first 
and second place on the recently publish- 
ed Handicap Optional, France’s 2-year- 
old Free Handicap. Mrs. Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger’s bay colt Angers (Worden- 
Gwynedd, by Owen Tudor), winner of the 
$27,128 Grand Criterium at one mile at 
Longchamp in October, carries the auto- 
matic high weight of 132 pounds. Never Too 
Late (Never Say Die-Gloria Nicky, by 
Alycidon), owned by Mrs. Howell E. Jack- 
son of Middleburg, Va., rated second at 
129 pounds, won the 6 1/2 furlong Prix la 
Masseliere in September, the 7 furlong 
Prix de la Salamandre in October and was 
beaten a neck by Angers in the Grand 
Criterium, Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s filly 
Sly Pola (Spy Song-Ampola, by Pavot), 
bred in the United States, is fifth on the 
list at 126 pounds, 
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The third Duke of Grafton was, during 
the first decade of the nineteenth century, 
the most successful breeder and owner of 
racehorses in England. They were largely 
the descendants of the celebrated brood- 
mare Penelope, by Trumpator, who not 
only bred him eleven racers of eminence, 
but two Derby winners in Whalebone and 
Whisker. He died the year following Whale- 
bone’s Derby, and his son, the fourth 
Duke, carried on with success surpassing 
that of his father, for he won six Two 
Thousands, eight One Thousands, seven 
Oaks, and one Derby - Whisker in 1815. 

Whalebone, a brown horse, was foaled 
in 1807, son of Waxy from Penelope (dam 
of Web, Woful, Wilful, Wire, Whisker, 
Wildfire and Windfall by Waxy, Waterloo 
by Walton, Whizgig by Rubens, Waltz by 
Election and Wamba by Merlin), At three 
years old, Whalebone started for eight 
races and won seven, including the New- 
market Stakes and Epsom Derby. In 1811 
he won the King’s Plate, four miles, In 
1812 he won the King’s Plate, Northamp- 
ton Gold Cup and at Newmarket defeated 
Pan, the Derby winner of 1808, over a 
four-mile course. In 1813 he won the King’s 
Plate at Guilford and several other King’s 
Plates. 

He was a small horse, never over 15 
hands and a half an inch, a horse of fine 
length, sound legs but bad feet, being 
contracted, and high on the heel and full 
of fever. Indeed, it is stated that in later 
years he seldom moved out of his box. 
With such defects, he was disliked by the 
breeders and at seven years old he was 
sold for 510 guineas to the Earl of 
Egremont, who tried to train him, but 
without success. 

But Whalebone was destined to become 
the most fashionable sire of his genera- 
tion. His influence on the Thoroughbred 
blood has been tremendous. His full 
brother Whisker was a far superior horse 
in appearance, and a successful racer and 
sire, but his male line was maintained 
by Harkaway alone. On the other hand, 
Whalebone through his two sons Sir 
Hercules and Camel, has exerted greater 
influence than any horse of the nineteenth 
century. From the Sir Hercules line, came 
Birdcatcher, The Baron, Stockwell, 
Rataplan, Doncaster, Bend Or, Ormonde, 
St. Albans, Lord Lyon, Orme, Leaming- 
ton, Faugh-a-Ballagh, Cyllene, Isonomy, 
etc. From the Camel line of Whalebone 
came Touchstone, Orlando, Teddington, 
Surplice, Newminster, Lord Clifden, 
Hampton, Hermit, Swynford, Bayardo, etc. 





HONEST HANDICAPPER 

You seldom find many race selectors 
as candid as the one at the Prince Albert, 
Saskatchewan, three-day meet. Last sum- 
mer racing patrons were pleasantly sur- 
prised on the final day on reading the 
racing program to find that the handicap- 
per, after giving his selections for the 
first six races, was apparently stumped on 
the seventh. As a result, under ‘‘Selec- 
tions’, he wrote: ‘‘No clues.” E.O,
